THE BEER TRADE,

Figures Which Hinstrate Its Dimens
sions in This Country,

Fiom the Chicago Record,

There I8 now invested in the hrewing
business in this country about §2560,000,-
000, which {s about one-third the ag-
gregate capitil hanks of the country.
While the amount invested has largely
Increased the annuial sales of beer have
nearly quadrunled sinee 1876, The te-
port shows that while in that year
the gales of beer anounted to $8.500,000
they reached the enormous sam of
36,000,000 In 1805-6. Large as these fig-
uries are, they are not so inzigniticant
as those ablished by the treasury de-
partment at Washington, Government
reports show that the consumption of
beer and malt Hguors wis in 1576 308,
236,000 gallons i 1886 517,745,000 and in
1805 1,040,290, 000 gnllons, :
This shows that while the per caplta
congumption in 1876 was 6.58 gallons it
hod increased to nearly 15 gallons per
capitas in 1895, Notwith=tamling the
large Incrense in the population of the
country the consumption of  malt
lguors hng increased considerably more
thun twice a8 fast, At the snme thne
the consumption of distilled Hguors has
fallen ot from L33 goloing per eapita
to L12 galolns and wine has fallen oft
an averpge of 20 per cent,

It is o lttle singular that when the
propogal was recently made in congress
o add a tax of 81 a barrel to the pros-
ent tax on malt Houors, as means of
relleving the treasury and muking ujh
In this way for the decrease of the
treasury veceipts, Senmtor  Bhevmon
should o gtrenuously oppose the pro-
posal that it was defeated.  The wut-
put of beer lnst yonr was over $5,460,-
G000 barrels and the gquantity will be
exceedid this vear, The expenditures
by the government for the year 1899
were S0 402 In exevss of the recelpls
and afft addition of such o s a8 was
roposisl wonld have nearly covepred
such a deficiencey. When it s undoer-
stomd that a very large proportion of
the hreweries in the countey ame owned
by foreign capitalisrs whn take the
prafits of this business out of the coun-
tey It ds ditlleult to understand  why
Lhe tax was 2o sumairily defeated, So
small an Inerease In the tax would
nol have appreciably added (o the price
Lo the consumer but would T chietly
paid by the muanufacturer,
